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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT. 


The  board  organized  with  the  choice  of  Charles  P.  Max- 
field  as  chairman  and  Lewis  E.  Bentley  as  clerk. 

Miss  Lillian  H.  Limas  was  chosen  as  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

As  voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  held  March  3,  1913, 
five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  plotting  the  town,  the  same  was  placed  in  this 
year’s  tax  levy.  Mr.  F.  M.  Metcalf,  C.  E.,  was  selected  by 
the  Assessors  to  have  charge  of  the  work,  that  part  of  the 
town  south  of  Church  Street  to  be  completed  this  year. 

As  voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting  the  bill  presented  by 
the  city  of  New  Bedford  as  Fairhaven’s  part  of  the  main- 
tenance and  repairs  of  the  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven 
bridge,  were  paid  by  notes  in  annual  payments,  the  last  note 
becoming  due,  August  22,  1923,  full  amount  of  notes  to  make 
the  payment  $11,164.24. 

As  instructed  by  the  town  at  annual  town  meeting,  re- 
funding notes  were  given  for  the  purpose  of  renewal  of 
notes,  coming  due  in  the  years  1913  to  1917,  inclusive.  The 
amount  renewed  in  1913  was  $4,000.00,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  notes  in  annual  payments,  the  last  note  becoming  due 
December  27,  1923. 

As  instructed  at  annual  town  meeting,  the  code  of  by- 
lav/s  for  inspection  and  construction  of  buildings  within 
the  town  limits  were  printed  in  the  Fairhaven  Star.  The 
board  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  same  at  next  an- 
nual meeting. 

At  annual  meeting  the  Town  voted  to  accept  the  report  of 
the  Selectmen  relative  to  the  laying  out  of  Elm  street,  from 
east  line  of  main  street  to  contemplated  North  Walnut  street. 
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The  street  was  laid  out  forty  feet  wide.  After  the  acceptance 
by  Town,  the  Selectmen  found  many  objections  to  layout; 
therefore,  under  the  circumstances,  decided  to  make  a new 
layout,  fifty  feet  wide,  to  be  acted  upon  at  next  Town 
meeting. 

As  voted  at  annual  Town  meeting,  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
acting  jointly  with  the  Sewer  Commissioners,  have  installed 
a system  of  sewers  in  the  following  streets : Linden  avenue, 
North  William  and  Elm  streets ; also  have  extended  the 
sewer  on  Laurel  street  and  Maple  avenue. 

At  the  special  Town  meeting  held  April  28,  1913,  the 
citizens  unanimously  voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  trust 
created  by  the  following  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Henry  H.  Rogers : 

“I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand 
($100,000)  dollars,  in  trust,  however,  as  a permanent  endow- 
ment fund,  and  I direct  that  the  income  thereof  be  applied 
between  the  maintenance  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
schools  of  the  said  Town  of  Fairhaven.” 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  and  the 
Town  Treasurer  to  receive  from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of 
the  said  Henry  H.  Rogers  the  amount  due  upon  the  legacy 
above  set  forth,  and  to  execute  the  receipt  of  the  Town 
therefor. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  and  the  Town  Treas- 
urer, and  their  successors  in  office  duly  elected  from  time 
to  time,  shall  have  the  management,  control  and  investment 
of  the  trust  fund  received  from  the  Estate  of  Henry  H. 
Rogers,  and  held  under  the  trust  created  by  his  will  as  above 
set  forth ; that  such  fund  shall  be  invested  by  them  according 
to  their  best  judgment  and  discretion  in  safe  and  prudent 
securities;  that  they  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to 
change  investments  according  to  their  own  judgment  and 
discretion ; that  the  securities  in  which  the  fund  is  invested 
shall  be  deposited  in  some  bank  or  trust  company  for  safe 
keeping  in  such  manner  that  they  shall  be  accessible  only 
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to  any  two  of  the  four  persons  having  authority  over  the 
fund;  that  the  trust  fund  shall  be  called  “The  Henry  H.  Rog- 
ers Trust  Fund,”  and  that  a separate  account  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Town  Treasurer  on  the  books  of  the  Town  of  all  moneys 
received  and  paid  out  by  him  in  connection  with  the  care 
and  management  of  the  trust  fund,  including  the  transfer  of 
income  to  the  School  Committee  as  hereafter  provided,  but 
not  including  payments  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
School  Committee ; that  all  payments  made  in  connection 
with  the  management  of  the  trust  fund  other  than  payment 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee  as  here- 
after provided  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  by  the  Town  Treasurer;  that  a complete 
and  careful  record  shall  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer  under  the 
direction  of  the  Selectmen  of  all  such  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures made  by  him  in  connection  with  the  management  of  said 
trust  fund;  that  on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October  in  each  year,  the  net  income  then  standing  to 
the  credit  of  said  trust  fund  shall  be  paid  over  or  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  School  Committee  in  a separate  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  “Henry  H.  Rogers  Trust  Fund  Income;” 
that  the  School  Committee  for  the  time  being  shall  have  the 
right  to  expend  the  income  so  placed  to  its  credit  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  primary  and  grammar  schools  of  the  said 
Town  of  Fairhaven  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
said  will  of  the  said  Henry  H.  Rogers;  that  the  Selectmen 
and  Treasurer  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their 
services  in  the  management  of  said  trust  fund ; that  the 
Selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Town 
Report  each  year  a full  statement  of  the  transaction  during 
the  past  fiscal  year  in  connection  with  the  management  and 
investment  of  said  trust  fund,  showing  the  securities  in  which 
the  fund  is  invested,  all  changes  of  investment  made  during 
the  year,  all  receipts  to  and  payments  from  the  fund  and  the 
amount  of  income  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee as  above  provided ; and  that  the  School  Committee  in 
their  annual  report  shall  cause  to  be  printed  a full  statement 
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of  the  manner  in  which  the  income  so  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  School  Committee  has  been  expended  during  the  past 
fiscal  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  will  the  man- 
agement of  said  Trust  fund,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  submit 
the  following  statement : 

Received  from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  the  late  Henry 
II.  Rogers,  Aug.  12,  1913;  $100,000.  Deposited  same  in  Fair- 
haven  National  Bank  at  2%  interest.  • 

Invested  Oct.  24,  1913,  $25,000.00  in  New  York  Telephone 
Co.  first  general  mortgage  4%  S.  F.  gold  bonds  at  a cost  of 
$24,468.75. 

Invested  Oct.  25,  1913,  $25,000.00  in  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Co.  Callateral  Trust  4%  bonds  at  a cost  of 
$21,937.50. 

Deposited  Dec.  30,  1913,  in  Fairhaven  Institution  for  Sav- 
ings, $10,000. 

Deposited  Dec.  30,  1913,  in  New  Bedford  Institution  for 
Savings,  $10,000. 

Deposited  Dec.  30,  1913.  in  New  Bedford  Five  Cent  Savings 
Bank,  $10,000. 

Balance  of  Trust  fund  in  Fairhaven  National  Bank. 

Income  received  from  Trust  fund  to  Jan.  2,  1914,  $810.07 

At  a special  town  meeting  held  April  28.  1913,  the  citizens 
unanimously  voted  to  approve  the  action  of  the  Selectmen,  in 
accepting  from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  Sarah  C.  Anthony 
ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars,  bequeathed  by  her  to  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven,  in  trust  to  be  held  as  a permanent  fund, 
in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  Edmund  Anthony.  Jr.,  the 
income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  educational  purposes,  in  such 
manner  as  the  school  committee  may  from  time  to  time  de- 
termine. The  Selectmen  deposited  this  fund  in  the  New  Bed- 
ford Institution  for  Savings  and  it  will  be  known  as  the  Ed- 
mund Anthony,  Jr.  School  Trust  Fund. 

As  instructed  at  the  special  town  meeting  held  Nov.  22, 
1912,  the  Selectmen  filed  a petition  and  bill  with  the  Gen- 
eral Court  for  authority  to  establish  its  own  water  supply

and  for  that  purpose  to  acquire  the  property  of  the  Fair- 
haven  Water  Company  if  advisable,  or  to  provide  a water 
supply  by  taking  water  from  other  sources  necessary  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  town. 

Warrant  was  issued  for  special  town  meeting  to  be  held 
June  26.  1913,  to  accept  or  reject  the  provisions  of  the  fol- 
lowing act : 


[Chap.  511.] 

An  Act  to  Authorize  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  to  Establish  or 
Purchase  a Water  Supply  System. 

Section  1.  The  Town  of  Fairhaven  may  supply  itself  and 
its  inhabitants  with  water  for  extinguishing  fires  and  for 
domestic,  manufacturing  and  other  purposes ; may  for  that 
purpose  construct  dams  or  reservoirs  or  sink  wells ; may  erect 
buildings  and  fixtures ; may  procure  and  operate  machinery ; 
may  lay  and  maintain  pipes  and  mains,  may  establish  foun- 
tains arid  hydrants,  and  may  provide  such  other  means  and 
appliances  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  complete  and  effective  water  works ; provided, 
that  the  situation  of  all  wells,  reservoirs  and  dams  to  be 
constructed  or  used  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health;  and 
provided,  also,  that  the  Town  shall  not  enter  upon,  construct 
or  lay  any  conduits,  pipes  or  other  works  within  the  location 
of  any  railroad  corporation  except  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  it  may  agree  upon  with  such  corporation,  or  in 
case  of  a failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Section  2.  The  town,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall 
have  the  right  at  any  time  to  take,  or  to  acquire  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  the  franchise,  corporate  property  and  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  Fairhaven  Water  Company  on 
payment  to  said  corporation  of  the  actual  cost  of  its  fran- 
chise, works  and  property  of  all  kinds  held  under  the  pro- 
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visions  of  its  act  of  incorporation,  including  in  such  cost 
interest  on  each  expenditure  from  its  date  to  the  date  of  said 
purchase  or  taking,  as  herein  provided  at  the  rate  of  five  per 
cent,  per  annum.  If  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  operating 
the  works  of  said  corporation  has  exceeded  or  shall  hereafter 
exceed  in  any  fiscal  year  the  income  derived  from  said  works 
by  said  corporation  for  that  year,  then  such  excess  shall  be 
added  to  the  total  cost  to  be  paid  by  the  town  as  above  pro- 
vided; and  if  the  income  derived  from  said  works  by  said 
corporation  has  exceeded  or  shall  hereafter  exceed  in  any  fis- 
cal year  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  works  for 
that  year,  then  such  excess  shall  be  deducted  from  the  total 
cost.  If  said  corporation  has  incurred  indebtedness,  the 
amount  of  such  indebtedness  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
taking  or  purchase  under  this  act  shall  be  assumed  by  said 
town,  and  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  required  to  be 
paid  by  the  town  to  said  corporation  under  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  section.  If  the  town  acquires  the  franchise 
rights  and  property  of  the  said  corporation,  it  shall  also  as- 
sume and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  and  obligations  of  the 
corporation.  The  authority  to  purchase  or  take  the  said  fran- 
chise and  property  is  granted  on  condition  that  the  proposed 
purchase  or  taking  is  assented  to  by  the  town  by  a two-thirds 
vote  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon  at  a meeting 
legally  called  for  the  purpose. 

Section  3.  The  said  Town,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  is 
also  authorized  to  purchase  water  from  the  City  of  New 
Bedford,  and  the  City  of  New  Bedford  is  authorized  to  sell 
and  deliver  water  from  its  municipal  water  supply  to  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
mutually  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven,  to  be  constituted  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  the  New  Bedford  Water  Board.  The 
said  city,  by  its  water  board,  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
struct such  conduits  and  provide  such  other  appliances  as 
may  be  necessary  to  deliver  the  water  so  purchased. 
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Section  4.  Said  town  may,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
necessary  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds  or  notes  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  bear  on  their  face  the 
words  Town  of  Fairhaven  Water  Loan,  Act  of  1913,  and 
each  bond  or  note  shall  be  payable  at  the  expiration  of  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  its  date,  shall  bear 
interest,  payable  semi-annually,  at  a rate  not  exceeding  five 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Town  and  countersigned  by  the  Water  Commissioners 
hereinafter  provided  for.  The  Town  may  sell  the  said 
securities  at  public  or  private  sale  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  it  may  deem  proper;  but  they  shall  not  be  sold  for 
less  than  their  par  value,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  shall 
be  used  only  for  the  purpose  herein  specified. 

Section  5.  Said  town  shall,  at  the  time  of  authorizing  said 
loan  or  loans,  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  accordance 
with  section  four  of  this  act;  and  when  a vote  to  that  effect 
has  been  past,  a sum  which,  with  the  income  derived  from 
water  rates,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  expense  of 
operating  its  water  works  and  the  interest  as  it  accrues  on 
the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  aforesaid  by  the  town,  and  to 
make  such  payments  on  the  principal  as  may  be  required  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  without  further  vote,  be 
assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  town  annually  thereafter,  in 
the  same  manner  in  which  other  taxes  are  assessed,  until  the 
debt  incurred  by  said  loan  or  loans  is  extinguished. 

Section  6.  The  Selectmen  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners,  and  all  authority  granted  to  the  town 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  shall  be  vested  in  and  may  be  exercised  by  the  said 
board.  A majority  of  the  said  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  said  Water 
Commissioners  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their 
services  as  the  town  may  from  time  to  time  determine  at 
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any  regular  meeting  in  tlie  call  for  which  notice  of  said 
proposed  action  has  been  given. 

Section  7.  If,  however,  the  voters  of  the  town  so  vote  at 
any  annual  meeting  subsequent  to  the  meeting  at  which  this 
act  is  accepted,  in  the  warrant  for  which  a proper  article 
has  been  inserted,  the  town  may  establish  a board  of  water 
commissioners  to  consist  of  three  persons  to  be  elected  at 
the  same  meeting  at  which  the  town  votes  to  establish  the 
said  board,  as  follows : one  to  be  elected  for  a term  of  three 
years,  one  for  a term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  a term  of  one 
year;  and  thereafter,  at  every  annual  town  meeting,  the 
town  shall  elect  one  Water  Commissioner  for  a term  of 
three  years.  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  and  of 
other  sections  of  this  act  applying  to  the  Selectmen  acting 
as  Water  Commissioners  shall  apply  to  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  section, 
and  after  their  election  and  qualification  the  Selectmen  shall 
cease  to  be  Water  Commissioners. 

Selectmen  8.  Said  commissioners  shall  superintend  the 
construction,  execution  and  performance  of  all  the  works, 
matters  and  things  named  in  the  preceeding  sections,  but 
they  shall  be  subject  to  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  town  may  from  time  to  time  establish,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth. The  said  commissioners  shall  make  all  contracts 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  town,  but  shall  make  no 
contract  which  involves  the  expenditure  of  money  unless  the 
town  shall  have  previously  made  an  appropriation  sufficient 
therefor,  or  unless  there  are  funds  standing  to  the  credit  of 
the  water  department  derived  from  water  rates  or  other- 
wise, sufficient  to  cover  such  expenditure.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  fix  just  and  equitable  rates  and  prices  for  the 
use  of  water  and  shall  prescribe  the  time  and  matter  of  pay- 
ment. All  receipts  for  the  use  of  water  shall  be  credited  to 
a separate  account,  and  all  money  received  therefrom  shall 
be  spent  under  the  direction  of  the  Water  Commissioners. 
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Said  commissioners  shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  the  town 
may  require,  render  an  account  of  their  doings. 

Section  9.  In  case  the  said  Fairhaven  Water  Company 
and  the  said  town  shall  be  unable  to  agree  upon  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  company  for  the  franchise,  corporate 
property  and  other  rights  and  privileges  to  be  acquired  by 
the  town  under  authority  of  this  act,  the  said  water  company 
and  the  town  shall  both  have  the  right  to  have  the  amount 
so  to  be  paid  adjusted  and  settled  by  arbitration.  In  such 
case  the  said  town  and  the  said  Fairhaven  Water  Company 
shall  each  appoint  one  appraiser,  and  the  two  appraisers  so 
chosen  shall  select  as  the  third  appraiser  some  person  who 
has  served  for  at  least  ten  years  as  the  superintendent  of  a 
water  company  or  of  a municipal  water  department  within 
this  commonwealth.  The  expense  of  such  arbitration  shall 
be  borne  equally  by  the  said  town  and  the  said  Fairhaven 
Water  Company  and  the  sum  so  paid  by  the  town  shall  be 
a part  of  the  expense  which  the  town  is  authorized  to  incur 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  10.  Whoever  uses  any  water  taken  under 
authority  of  this  act  without  the  consent  of  the  town,  or 
wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts,  pollutes  or  diverts  any  water 
taken  or  held  by  said  town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  destroys  or  injures  any  structure,  work  or  other 
property  owned,  held  or  used  by  the  town  under  the 
authority  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  town  three  times  the  amount  of  the  damages  so 
caused,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  tort ; and  upon  con- 
viction of  either  of  the  above  wilful  or  wanton  acts  shall  also 
be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  a term  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Section  11.  Section  nine,  ten,  eleven,  and  twelve  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  section  two  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty- two  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninty-three  are  hereby  repealed. 
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Section  12.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven  within  one  year  after  its  passage, 
either  at  a special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  by  the 
selectmen  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  annual  town 
meeting  is  called,  or  at  an  annual  town  meeting;  and  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  a majority  of  the  voters 
present  and  voting  thereon.  The  warrant  for  notification 
of  the  said  meeting,  if  it  be  a special  meeting,  shall  specify 
the  object  of  the  meeting  and  shall  state  when  the  polls  will 
be  open  for  the  purpose  of  voting  and  when  they  will  be 
closed.  The  polls  shall  be  open  for  at  least  two  hours  at 
some  convenient  time  during  the  day  or  evening.  The  num- 
ber of  meetings  called  for  the  purpose  of  voting  upon  the 
question  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act  shall  not  exceed  two. 
(Approved  April  21,  1913). 

It  was  voted  by  almost  unanimous  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act. 

The  committee  representing  the  Water  Company  have 
met  with  the  Selectmen  and  discussed  the  subject  only  in- 
formally, but  expect  to  report  in  a short  time  that  the  very 
important  questions  at  issue  are  settled  then  the  matter 
will  be  reported  to  the  town  for  approval. 

One  of  the  most  important  subjects  for  consideration  of 
the  citizens,  is  the  financial  problem,  especially  at  the 
present  time,  as  the  State  and  County  taxes  are  increasing, 
and  the  passing  of  laws  by  the  state  legislature,  making  the 
town  liable  for  the  support  of  an  increasing  number  which 
formerly  were  self  supporting  and  could  now,  but  are  not 
allowed  to,  owing  to  the  age  limit  laws,  and  the  pension 
acts  passed  for  widow’s  support.  The  board  most  earnestly 
requests  the  citizens  to  investigate  the  questions  and  act 
upon  same  as  a business  matter,  at  our  annual  town  meeting. 
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As  part  of  the  requirements  of  the  town  for  the  coming 
year,  we  report  the  following  for  debt  and  interest:

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  elected  Charles  P.  Maxfield, 
Superintendent  of  Streets.  Henry  C.  Pierce  was  selected  as 
foreman. 

All  bills  for  current  expenses  of  the  highway  department 
were  paid  when  they,  were  presented,  leaving  a balance  to 
the  credit  of  the  department  for  the  payment  of  bills  con- 
tracted in  removing  snow,  etc. 

The  Street  Department  have  given  more  than  usual  at- 
tension  this  year,  in  keeping  the  streets  clean  and  tidy. 
The  expense  of  same  which  comes  out  of  the  Highway  ap- 
propriation is  quite  large,  and  if  the  citizens  who  clean  up 
their  yards,  etc.,  of  grass,  leaves  and  rubbish,  would  only 
refrain  from  placing  it  in  the  street  gutters,  which  they 
have  no  right  to  do,  it  would  not  only  save  expense,  but 
it  would  give  the  streets  a much  better  appearance.  We 
should  all  do  what  we  can  to  keep  up  the  general  character 
of  our  Town  for  cleanliness. 

How  to  save  the  streets  and  roads  is  a subject  that  is 
discussed  as  much  as  any  part  of  the  town  and  city’s  de- 
partment today,  not  only  what  can  we  do  to  make  them 
wear  longer  and  at  the  same  time  save  the  top  covering  and 
keep  it  from  being  blown  from  the  surface  of  the  streets 
and  roads,  after  being  ground  to  powder  by  the  increasing 
number  of  automobiles.  In  the  center  of  the  town  the  streets 
last  much  longer  than  the  outlying  streets  and  roads  of 
our  town,  owing  in  a great  measure  to  the  fact  that  the 
roads  are  used  by  so  many  who  are  travelling  from  one 
town  to  another,  always  in  a hurry  to  get  there.  The  last 
season  has  been  an  exceeding  hot  and  dry  season,  therefore 
very  trying  to  our  streets  and  roads.  Under  the  circum- 


stances  the  Selectmen  purchased  more  oil  than  formerly  to 
save  the  highways. 

For  the  streets  in  the  center  of  town,  a light  oil  called 
Dustoline  was  used,  for  the  outlying  streets^  and  roads,  a 
very  heavy  oil  of  an  asphalt  nature  was  used,  called  Stand- 
ard Road  Oil. 

There  was  purchased  by  the  town  7,956  gallons  of  Dusto- 
line Road  Oil  and  20,221  gallons  of  Standard  Road  Oil. 
The  cost  of  oil  used  was  $1,799.43. 

For  the  payment  of  oil  the  town  voted  at  special  town 
meeting  held  April  28,  the  sum  of  $1,500.00,  the  same  to  be 
placed  in  this  year’s  tax  levy;  balance  of  account  was  paid 
from  the  highway  appropriation. 

As  voted  at  annual  town  meeting,  the  New  Boston  road 
was  macadamized  from  Washington  street  to  about  three 
hundred  feet  north  of  Bridge  street.  Would  recommend 
the  continuance  of  the  macadamizing  of  this  road  the  fol- 
lowing year. 

As  voted  at  annual  meeting,  repairs  of  Morgan  street  was 
referred  to  Selectmen.  They  instructed  the  Street  Depart- 
ment to  gravel  the  same  from  Main  to  Alden  road,  which 
has  been  done  at  an  expense  of  $430.00.  The  road  was 
given  a very  heavy  coat  of  gravel,  then  rolled  down  by  the 
steam  roller,  which  makes  a very  hard  road  and  we  think 
a very  serviceable  road. 

One  of  the  principal  streets  in  town  is  Middle  street  for 
heavy  travel,  to  make  the  street  passable.  Owing  to  the 
sunken  or  low  condition  of  the  street,  the  street  was  raised 
where  needed,  and  graded  to  free  the  same  from  standing 
water.  To  make  the  repairs,  new  curbing  and  edge  stone 
were  set,  sidewalks  rebuilt,  street  macadamized  and  gutters 
put  in  good  order.  This  leaves  the  street  in  good  order 
from  the  bridge  to  Center  street. 

The  main  work  done  by  the  street  department  the  past 
year  has  been  macadamizing  and  resurfacing  the  streets 
that  were  used  the  most  by  automobiles  and  heavy  travel. 
All  other  streets  were  attended  to  and  repaired  where  most 
needed. 
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The  town  purchased  during  the  year  stone  for  crusher 
purposes,  7,200  tons.  Streets  macadamized,  12,740  feet. 
The  town  has  on  hand  300  tons  of  stone  crushed  and  stone 
for  crusher  purposes. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  law  which 
prohibits  placing  any  rubbish  or  material  in  the  highways  of 
the  town.  As  many  of  our  citizens,  janitors  of  our  public 
buildings  and  churches,  have  been  in  the  habit  of  cleaning 
their  yards  and  lawns  of  grass,  leaves,  &c.,  then  raking  or 
sweeping  the  same  into  the  streets,  this  law  applies.  Trust-  . 
ing  this  notice  will  be  sufficient,  and  that  we  all  use  barrels 
in  which  to  place  our  refuse  in  the  future,  by  so  doing  it 
will  be  received  by  the  ash  cart. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  citizens  of  the  town 
do  all  they  can  to  separate  the  waste  paper  from  the  ashes. 
Perhaps  if  they  would  burn  the  paper,  or  have  a separate 
barrel  or  box  to  place  the  paper  in  it  would  help  the  matter, 
but  we  are  fully  satisfied  something  must  be  done  to  abate 
the  nuisance  which  now  exists.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Board  organized  with  John  A.  W.  Burgess,  Chair- 
man; Norman  M.  Pauli,  Clerk;  G.  Winston  Valentine, 
Superintendent  of  Power  House. 

After  a long  series  of  trials,  begun  during  1912-13,  the 
board  purchased  a pumping  equipment,  consisting  of  a 
Stanley  Marine  Type  gasoline  engine  of  7%  horse  power 
directly  connected  to  a Lawrence  centrifugal  pump,  all 
mounted  on  a truck  with  suction  hose,  etc.  This  pump  will 
discharge  500  or  more  gallons  per  minute.  It  can  be  used 
for  pumping  ejector  chambers,  trenches,  etc.,  and  in  an 
emergency  like  another  flood  as  of  March,  1912,  or  a break- 
down of  the  power  plant  or  ejector,  could  be  used  in  pump- 
ing the  sewer  system  itself.  The  cost  of  the  outfit  includ- 
ing trials  of  the  pumps  and  engines  rejected,  was  approxi- 
mately $700.  But  it  would  not  take  many  charges  like  that 
of  the  New  Bedford  Fire  Department  during  1911-12  paid 
during  this  year  to  return  this  investment. 

Under  vote  of  the  town  the  Sewer  Commissioners  in  co- 
operation with  the  Selectmen,  have  constructed : 

In  Linden  avenue,  North  William  and  Elm  streets,  about 
1,350  feet  of  sewer,  with  5 manholes. 

In  Laurel  and  Maple  streets,  about  260  feet  of  sewer  and 
one  manhole. 

Every  house  along  these  new  sewers  has  been  connected. 
The  assessments  were  levied  on  the  ‘‘Linden  Park”  sewer; 
assessment  on  Laurel  street  awaits  action  on  an  article  in 
the  annual  warrant. 

Under  a further  vote  of  the  town,  the  superintendent  of 
highways,  acting  as  agent  for  the  sewer  commissioners,  has 
made  and  repaired  all  connections  to  the  sewers,  the  cost  be- 
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ing  charged  to  connecting  premises.  In  view  of  the  con- 
dition in  which  many  connections  were  found  on  repairing, 
this  method  of  procedure  was  amply  justified. 

Five  of  the  eight  Shone  ejectors  were  thoroughly  re- 
paired; worn  and  corroded  parts  being  replaced,  in  some 
cases  with  heavier  parts  of  more  durable  materials.  The 
Board  purpose  to  repair  the  three  remaining  ejectors  this 
season ; also  to  replace  much  of  the  pipes  conveying  com- 
pressed air  inside  the  ejector  chambers,  as  the  present  piping 
is  badly  corroded.  It  must  be  remembered  that  some  of  this 
equipment  has  been  in  use  day  and  night  for  nearly  eighteen 
years,  under  very  adverse  conditions. 

Repairs  to  the  oil  engine  have  been  somewhat  extensive 
and  expensive.  In  justice  to  the  builders  it  must  be  allowed 
that  the  engine  has  at  times  been  heavily  overloaded. 

The  removal  of  the  objectionable  features  of  the  exhaust 
we  believe  to  have  been  finally  accomplished. 

The  upright  boiler  purchased  and  installed  in  January, 
1913,  has  given  satisfactory  service,  but  the  Commissioners 
would  remind  the  citizens  that  then,  as  now,  they  regarded 
this  boiler  as  only  a temporary  makeshift,  and  the  station 
must  soon  have  increased  power  capacity. 

As  opportunity  has  offered,  the  Board  has  at  small  or  no 
expense,  secured  data  bearing  on  a revision  of  the  system  as 
directed  by  previous  votes  of  the  town. 

The  Board  has  received  petitions  for  the  following  sewers 
and  submits  herewith  its  estimates  of  the  appropriation  re- 
quired for  construction  in  each  case. 

(1)  In  Main  street  from  Howland  road  to  Oxford  school. 
350-375  feet,  $600. 

(2)  In  Bridge  street,  from  the  present  terminus,  east  of 
Almy  street  to  crest  of  hill,  350-375  feet.  $600. 

(3)  In  Spring  street,  from  Adams  street,  easterly  800-850 
feet,  $950. 

(4)  In  Center,  Summer  and  Hitch  streets,  1400-1600 
feet,  $1,700.

In  regard  to  this  last  sewer,  the  Board  would  say  that  it 
must  be  an  extension  of  the  Shone  system  and  it  would 
seem  wise  to  investigate  whether  some  sewers  already  con- 
nected with  the  Shone  system  cannot  be  diverted  into  an 
existing  gravity  system.  There  is  no  question  that  this 
section  needs  and  deserves  some  means  of  sewerage. 

We  would  ask  for  $4,300;  $200  less  than  last  year.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven  : — 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  1913 : 

An  annual  report  of  a department  as  important  as  that 
of  health  is  to  a community,  might  well  be  more  than  just 
a mere  statement  of  the  amount  of  routine  work  done  during 
a period  of  12  months.  It  should  be  a medium  through  which 
the  various  subjects  pertaining  to  the  public  health  could  be 
discussed  and  thus  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  voters  and 
others  who  make  a practice  of  carefully  reviewing  the  annual 
report  to  become  informed  of  the  state  of  its  civic  activities. 

The  work  of  a health  department  differs  in  many  ways 
from  that  of  any  of  the  other  phases  of  town  administration, 
and  probably  the  average  citizen  has  little  real  knowledge  as 
to  the  extent  and  variety  of  work  which  an  active  board  of 
health  has  to  supervise.  Among  the  many  departments  en- 
trusted to  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Health,  may  be  mentioned 
Infectious  Diseases,  Placarding  Houses,  Fumigating,  Garb- 
age Collection,  Milk  Production  and  Distribution,  Inspection 
of  Meat  and  Provisions,  Sanitary  Housing  of  Swine,  Regula- 
tion of  Stables,  Sanitary  Disposal  of  all  Waste  and  Refuse, 
Financial  Responsibility  of  all  Infectious  Disease,  Settlement 
Claims  by  other  towns  and  Cities  against  legal  residents  of 
the  town,  etc. 

Meetings  have  been  held  twice  a month,  and  many  times 
it  has  been  necessary  to  hold  conferences  between  the  regular 
meetings,  especially  during  the  smallpox  invasion  in  March 
and  again  in  September.  In  March,  after  a joint  meeting  of 
the  School  Committee  and  Board  of  Health,  the  schools  of 


the  town  were  closed  for  two  weeks,  which  we  think  was 
a wise  plan.  We  were  subjected  to  some  criticism,  but  when 
one  considers  that  the  safest  move  is  the  best  move  for  all 
concerned,  we  think  we  were  justified  in  taking  the  action. 
We  were  fortunate  in  only  having  one  case  develop  at  this 
time.  In  September  the  disease  broke  out  again  at  the  north 
of  the  town,  and  we  confined  the  disease  to  two  houses  and 
practically  one  family.  All  the  children  of  parochial  schools 
that  were  not  vaccinated  were  vaccinated,  and  the  value 
of  vaccination  is  readily  shown,  when  we  can  say  that  in 
the  house  where  they  had  smallpox  the  children  whom  we 
had  recently  vaccinated  did  not  contract  the  disease. 

The  expense  incurred  to  the  town  by  these  contagious 
diseases  is  not  an  inconsiderable  item.  We  think  it  wise  to 
explain  what  out  of  town  settlement  claims  mean,  and  claims 
allowed  to  people  in  quarantine,  viz. : The  statutes  provide 
that  a person  taken  ill  with  an  infectious  disease  in  a com- 
munity and  unable  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses,  such 
charges  can  be  collected  from  the  town  in  which  he  or  the 
responsible  head  of  the  family  paid  a poll  tax  for  three 
previous  years.  Resident  wage-earners  held  in  quarantine 
shall  receive  compensation  to  the  extent  of  three-fourths 
of  his  regular  wages;  provided,  however,  that  the  amount 
so  received  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  for  each  working 
day. 

In  our  town  system  accounting,  such  items  are  charged 
directly  to  the  Board  of  Health  account,  which  would  make 
it  appear  as  if  we  overdrew  our  appropriation.  It  would 
seem  wise  to  have  a contingent  fund  available  to  take  care 
of  these  and  other  emergency  charges  and  not  have  to  take 
the  amount  from  the  board’s  regular  account. 

Communicable  Diseases. 

Following  is  a list  of  the  number  of  communicable  diseases 
during  the  year : 

14  cases  of  diphtheria,  one  of  these  proved  fatal;  6 small- 
pox, 13  scarlet  fever,  12  measles,  9 varicella,  1 typhoid,  8 


tuberculosis,  3 ophthalmia  neanatorum,  1 infantile  paralysis. 

During  the  year  the  schools  have  been  fumigated  as  often 
as  deemed  necessary,  and  in  October  the  annex  was  closed 
for  a day  to  allow  thorough  fumigating  and  the  washing  of 
all  desks  and  chairs  with  corrosive  sublimate  solution.  By 
this  precaution  we  think  we  prevented  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 

A case  of  opthalmia  neanatorum  was  reported  to  the 
board,  which  needed  immediate  attention  and  through  the 
kindness  of  the  Fairhaven  Benevolent  Society  furnishing  the 
money  necessary  for  the  board  to  procure  a nurse  to  take 
the  child  to  the  Boston  Eye  & Ear  Infirmary,  the  eyes  of 
the  child  were  saved. 


Meat  Inspection. 

The  statutes  require  local  Boards  of  Health  to  nominate 
an  inspector  of  meat,  such  nomination  to  be  confirmed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health.  Matthew  J.  Curran,  M.  D.  V., 
was  nominated  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 
One  slaughter  house  license  was  granted  after  the  owner 
of  which  agreed  to  pay  the  town  ten  cents  per  head  in- 
spected, for  animals  coming  from  out  of  town.  The  sum  of 
$40.20  was  realized  from  this  source  in  eight  months.  Fol- 
lowing is  report  of  Matthew  J.  Curran,  M.  D.  V. : 

Cattle,  324 — 18  condemned  generalized  tuberculosis 

Hogs,  63 — 3 condemned  generalized  tuberculosis 

Calves,  634 — 27  calves  immature 

Sheep,  30 — 2 lymphadinitis 


Total,  1,351 — 50  condemned 

All  condemned  animals  were  sent  to  the  rendering  factory. 
Fairhaven  is  in  a healthy  condition  in  regarding  live  stock. 
There  have  been  but  very  few  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
stock  examined  by  me. 

There  was  one  case  of  glanders  during  the  year,  this  case 


was  properly  taken  care  of  by  the  State  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  and  myself.  This  report  is  taken  for  the  year  end- 
ing Jan.  30,  1914.

The  garbage  collection  has  not  caused  the  board  as  much 
trouble  as  in  years  before  and  we  would  suggest  that  the 
citizens  read  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Board 
and  published  in  The  Star,  at  the  beginning  of  the  official 
year  to  aid  in  the  further  betterment  of  existing  conditions. 

This  Board  recognizes  the  importance  of  quick  and 
thorough  removal  of  all  forms  of  organic  and  vegetable 
waste  from  dwellings,  but  if  the  town  people  are  not  willing 
to  co-operate  with  the  board  in  complying  with  the  regula- 
tions, the  tax  payers  must  be  prepared  to  provide  a larger 
sum  by  which  all  this  refuse  can  be  collected  and  disposed  of 
by  cremation  or  other  efficient  means. 

Much  important  work  that  the  Board  might  do  is  pre- 
vented on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds.  The  town  is  rapidly 
growing  and  the  demands  are  consequently  increasing. 

Means  directed  toward  the  preservation  of  health  costs 
money  like  everything  else  and  as  soon  as  people  realize  how 
much  it  pays  to  be  healthy  the  funds  should  then  be  forth- 
coming. 

The  Board  respectfully  asks  for  an  appropriation  of 
$1,000.00  for  the  ensuing  year.

ALMSHOUSE  REPORT. 


Overseers  of  Poor  and  Citizens  of  Eairhaven : : — 

Gentlemen : — I hereby  offer  to  you  my  report  for  the 
year  1913.  We  have  eight  inmates  at  the  present  time,  four 
men  and  four  women. 

Those  who  are  able,  willingly  help  with  the  work.  Most  of 
them  seem  to  appreciate  the  home  and  all  that  the  town 
does  for  them.  They  request  me  to  thank  all  who  help  and 
make  the  holidays  so  pleasant  for  them,  by  their  many  gifts. 

1 would  like  to  express  application  to  those  who  con- 
tributed apples  to  us.  A good  many  of  them  were  canned  up 
for  the  winter.  Improvements  for  the  year  consist  of  all 
rooms  on  male  and  female  side,  including  corridors,  having 
walls  painted  3 coats,  ceilings  whitened,  and  all  the  wood 
work  varnished. 

The  cost  of  this  work  was  slight,  as  we  did,  with  the  help 
of  some  of  the  inmates,  all  painting,  varnishing  and  whiten- 
ing. Included  with  this  work  was  the  whitening  of  matron’s 
sitting  room,  men’s  sitting  room,  women’s  sitting  room,  both 
dining  rooms.  The  walls  of  matron’s  dining  room  were  also 
painted. 

While  the  residents  of  the  town,  at  least  some,  take  an 
interest  in  the  jfiace,  we  would  be  pleased  could  more  of  them 
find  time  to  call  to  see  us  all.  Thanking  the  Board  for  all 
their  thoughtfulness  of  us,

TREE  WARDEN’S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven 

The  Tree  Warden  herewith  respectfully  submits  his  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  of  1913. 

The  spraying  of  the  public  shade-trees  was  thorough  and 
successful,  and  I think  practically  under  control.  But  I think 
it  must  be  continued  from  year  to  year  to  preserve  the  trees 
from  attacks  of  the  different  insects. 

From  year  to  year  the  old  trees  will  have  to  be  removed, 
as  they  are  fast  dying  off,  but  no  more  than  we  must  ex- 
pect. Some  citizens  have  felt  that  the  trees  were  all  dying 
from  gas-poisoning,  but  I think  that  it  is  not  so.  The  re- 
moval of  thirty -two  dead  trees  showed,  after  close  examina- 
tion, that  gas-poisoning  was  the  cause  of  death  in  only  two 
case,  more  harm  being  done  in  the  laying  of  the  gas-pipes, 
cutting  the  roots  of  the  trees. 

Few  complaints  have  been  received  about  the  trees  being 
injured  by  children  and  horses. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Improvement  Association 
seventy-live  young  maple  trees  have  been  planted,  and  on 
each  tree  a stake  and  protector  has  been  placed.  It  is  of  no 
use  to  plant  a young  tree  and  not  protect  it.  The  Improve- 
ment Association  has  also  protected  one  hundred  trees  which 
were  planted  last  year. 

The  trees  of  the  town  are  one  of  its  most  valauble  assets 
and  in  order  to  preserve  the  beauty  of  the  streets  we  must 
keep  on  taking  down  and  replanting,  that  the  younger  gen- 
eration may  enjoy  what  we  are  enjoying  today,  the  beautiful 
shady  arched  streets. 
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The  Tree  Warden  respectfully  recommends  that  the  sum 
of  $1,200.00  be  appropriated  to  accomplish  and  continue  the 
work  of  maintenance  and  preservation.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Fairhaven,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : — Herewith  is  submitted  my  second  annual  re- 
port, the  seventeenth  in  the  series  of  superintendent’s  re- 
ports since  the  formation  of  the  union  with  Acushnet  and 
Mattapoisett. 

Attendance. 

The  total  membership  of  your  schools  for  the  year  end- 
ing in  June,  1913  was  1,005,  i.e., — that  number  of  different 
pupils  enrolled  during  the  year.  The  average  membership 
was  870;  the  average  attendance,  816;  the  percentage  of 
attendance,  93.8. 

The  membership  of  your  schools  on  January  1,  1914  was 
985;  at  the  same  time  last  year  it  was  889.  The  school 
census  taken  in  September,  1912,  gave  the  number  of  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  as  1,003;  the  census  of 
September,  1913,  gives  1,104  children  between  the  same  age 
limits.  Census  returns  and  school  enrolment  indicate  an 
appreciable  increase  in  the  school  population  during  the 
year. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  compare  the  number  of  children 
in  the  last  school  census  with  that  of  ten  and  five  years  ago, 
respectively.

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New  Child  Labor  Law. 

The  principal  provisions  of  the  new  child  labor  law  are 
included  in  this  report,  in  order  that  parents  may  have  them 
at  hand  for  reference.  The  law  became  effective  September 
first,  and  was  retroactive  in  its  provisions  relating  to  employ- 
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ment  certificates.  The  invalidation  of  previous  certificates 
of  all  kinds  brought  to  the  school  office  a considerable  in- 
crease of  work.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-one  certificates 
have  been  issued  since  September  twenty-fourth.  Fifty-one 
of  these  were  to  minors  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  six- 
teen. There  is  a noticeable  increase  in  the  demand  for  this 
last  named  certifica  te.  It  - is  probable  that  the  eight-hour 

provision  of  the  law  will  tend  to  keep  more  children  in  school 
between  these  age  limits.  The  enrollment  this  year  shows 
the  presence  in  the  grades  of  eighty-three  pupils  over  four- 
teen, as  compared  with  forty-three  one  year  ago. 

Some  Provisions  of  the  Law. 

I.  No  permit  to  work  shall  be  given  a child  under 
sixteen  unless  he  has  completed  the  fourth  grade. 

II.  A child  on  becoming  fourteen  cannot  be  granted  a 
certificate  unless  he  has  attended  school  130  days  in  the 
previous  year. 

III.  Children  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  not  employed 
at  least  six  hours  a day  must  be  in  school.  Children  in  these 
age  limits  cannot  be  employed  more  than  eight  hours  a day. 

IY.  Parents  wishing  their  children  to  leave  school  be- 
tween the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  to  work  at  home  must 
get  a special  permit. 

Y.  Every  person  under  twenty-one  must  have  a certificate 
of  some  kind  in  order  to  be  legally  employed. 

YI.  A birth  certificate  or  some  official  record  of  age  re- 
places the  sworn  statement  of  the  parent  or  guardian. 

School  Accommodations. 

The  increased  membership  of  grade  nine  has  necessitated 
the  use  of  the  remaining  room  at  the  Old  High  building. 
This  leaves  us  without  a spare  room  in  our  school  buildings. 
If  another  year  brings  an  equal  increase  of  pupils  to  our 
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system  we  shall  be  unable  to  house  them.  The  situation  in 
respect  to  school  accommodations  is,  therefore,  at  a critical 
stage  and  it  will  not  be  wise  policy  to  wait  until  the  crisis 
confronts  us. 

Last  year  at  this  time  there  were  132  pupils  enrolled  at  the 
Oxford  school  and  about  forty  were  being  conveyed  to  the 
Rogers  school ; there  are  now  one  hundred  and  sixty  pupils 
in  attendance  at  Oxford  while  the  same  number  as  last  year 
are  being  carried  to  the  Center.  Apart  from  the  dissatis- 
faction of  parents  arising  from  the  necessity  of  conveying 
their  children  to  the  Rogers  school,  there  are  strong  reasons 
for  the  provision  at  an  early  date  of  additional  rooms  at 
Oxford.  The  present  arrangement  of  conveying  the  fourth, 
seventh  and  eight  grades  cause  too  large  an  enrollment  in 
these  grades  at  the  Rogers  school  to  enable  satisfactory  re- 
sults to  be  obtained.  One  seventh  grade  there  has  51  pupils, 
altogether  too  many  for  one  teacher,  and  in  addition  there 
is  an  overflow  of  23  pupils  which  is  taught  in  a school  of 
two  grades  and  44  pupils.  The  eighth  grade  has  enrolled  59 
different  pupils  during  the  year  and  has  had  an  average 
membership  of  more  than  50.  The  teacher  of  this  grade  is 
Principal  of  the  Rogers  school  and  Annex,  and,  though  an 
assistant  is  furnished  her,  inadequate  time  is  given  for  the 
effective  teaching  this  school  needs  and  for  attention  to  the 
administrative  duties  of  her  position.  At  Oxford  three  of 
four  schools  have  two  grades  to  a teacher.  This,  with  the 
large  enrollment,  would  tend  to  produce  inferior  results  any- 
where but  is  peculiarly  unfortunate  in  a school  which  has  an 
unusually  large  percentage  of  non-English  speaking  children 
who  require  a degree  of  individual  attention  in  order  to 
succeed.  The  first  grade  at  Oxford  has  47  pupils. 

The  maintenance  of  conditions  for  efficient  school  work 
requires  additional  school  accommodations.  This  consider- 
ation alone  is  sufficient  reason  for  early  action  by  the  town. 
The  fact  that  the  time  is  apparently  at  hand  when  we  shall 
not  be  able  to  provide  even  seating  space  for  all  pupils 
should  result  in  the  immediate  beginning  of  preparation 
for  it. 
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Course  of  Study. 

The  revision  of  the  course  of  study,  begun  last  year,  has 
been  continued.  Detailed  outlines  of  the  work  in  English 
and  spelling  have  been  furnished  each  school.  New  text 
books  in  each  of  these  subjects  have  been  purchased  during 
the  year.  A compilation  of  directions  for  teaching  primary 
reading  has  been  furnished  grades  one  and  two.  A course 
of  study  in  arithmetic  is  in  preparation  and  will  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  teachers  by  the  beginning  of  another  term. 
It  is  planned  to  complete  a revision  of  the  geography  outline 
before  the  year  closes.

School  Exhibit. 

An  exhibit  of  school  work  was  held  in  June.  Specimens 
of  the  written  work  in  all  subjects,  of  drawing,  of  manual 
training,  including  woodworking,  sewing,  cooking,  basketry, 
printing  and  book-binding  were  shown.  The  attendance  of 
parents  and  citizens  was  large  but  not  so  large  as  it  should 
have  been.  The  expressions  of  pleasure  and  pride  in  the 
exhibit  on  the  part  of  those  who  saw  it  were  genuine  and 
deserved.  If  citizens  knew  the  labor  involved  in  preparing 
for  such  an  exhibit  and  appreciated  the  satisfaction  and 
inspiration  derived  by  teachers  and  pupils  from  their  atten- 
dance and  interest,  I feel  sure  more  effort  would  be  made 
by  them  to  attend.  The  manual  training  exhibit  was  especi- 
ally good,  both  because  of  the  range  of  activities  covered  and 
on  account  of  the  superiority  of  workmanship  manifested. 
Basketry  from  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  of  the  Rogers 
school  made  its  initial  appearance  at  an  exhibit  and  was 
highly  praised.  Articles  made  by  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grade  classes  in  woodworking  were  much  admired. 
The  exhibit  of  work  done  by  the  cooking  classes  elicited  very 
favorable  comment.  The  book-binding  of  grades  five  and  six 
at  the  Oxford  school  deserved  the  attention  it  attracted. 
The  chair  caning,  sewing  and  printing,  each  received  a share 
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of  attention.  It  would  be  difficult  to  find  in  a town  approxi- 
mating the  size  of  Fairhaven  a better  display  of  the  manual 
activities  which  have  come  in  recent  years  to  play  so  im- 
portant a part  in  school  work.  The  exhibit  of  conventional 
lines  of  school  work  was  also  excellent.  Especial  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  noticeable  improvement  in  the  pen- 
manship of  pupils. 


High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  High  school  this  year  is  187, 
as  against  176  last  year.  The  membership  from  Fairhaven 
has  slightly  decreased. 

In  August  Paul  M.  Macklin  resigned  as  submaster  to  be- 
come principal  of  the  high  school  in  Grafton,  Mass.;  his 
position  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Charles  H.  Woodbury 
of  Dover,  Mass.  One  teacher  has  been  added  to  the  corps 
since  the  last  report,  an  assistant  in  the  domestic  science  de- 
partment. The  necessity  for  this  arose  from  the  increasing 
labor  and  responsibility  involved  in  the  management  of  the 
lunch  room.  The  employment  of  a trained  assistant  has  re- 
lieved the  head  of  the  department  of  a degree  of  responsi- 
bility, enabling  her  to  give  needed  time  and  strength  to  her 
teaching  duties,  and,  at  the  same  time,  the  school  has  profited 
by  the  introduction  of  a more  extensive  course  in  sewing,  of 
which  department  the  assistant  is  in  charge. 

The  course  in  printing  has  made  progress  since  the  last 
report.  During  July  and  August  your  instructor  attended 
the  School  of  Printing  conducted  by  the  Typographical  Board 
of  Trade  of  Boston,  and  fitted  himself  for  more  effective  work. 
In  September  a Golding  press  of  the  latest  type  was  installed. 
The  school  was  thus  equipped  to  give  an  excellent  course,  and 
the  only  unsatisfactory  element  in  the  situation  has  been  the 
necessity  of  refusing  the  course  to  applicants  because  of  lack 
of  roftm.  In  September,  twenty-three  pupils  requested  to 
take  printing,  and  fourteen  were  all  that  could  be  accommo- 
dated. As  stated  in  a previous  report,  I believe  the  course 
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has  unexcelled  possibilities  of  helpful  correlation  with  other 
subjects  of  high  school  instruction,  and,  in  addition,  has 
values  in  connection  with  vocational  education.  I would 
suggest  that  the  large,  well-lighted  room  on  the  west  side  of 
the  building,  now  used  for  storage  purposes,  be  fitted  up  to 
enable  the  extension  of  this  department. 

Special  events  like  the  senior  play,  the  gymnasium  exhibit, 
the  musical  entertainment  by  the  pupils,  and  the  graduation 
exercises  bring  to  the  high  school  large  numbers  of  parents 
and  citizens.  Their  presence  at  such  functions  is  a source 
of  satisfaction  and  encouragement  to  pupils  and  teachers,  but 
it  is,  after  all,  only  a poor  substitute  for  the  more  intimate 
acquaintance  with  the  school  life  to  be  secured  by  visits  while 
classes  are  in  session.  I feel  that  pupils,  teachers  and  the 
citizens  themselves  would  be  benefited  by  closer  contact, 
interest  by  parents  and  citizens  would  arouse  pupils  to  greater 
effort;  acquaintance  of  parents  and  teachers  would  lead  to 
a better  understanding  of  the  young  people  as  pupils ; 
knowledge  of  the  school  life  gained  by  visitation  would  result 
in  a more  intelligent  appreciation  of  what  this  high  school 
is  trying  to  do  and  is  capable  of  doing  for  the  young  people 
entrusted  to  it.  To  advocate  that  parents  and  citizens  visit 
school  is,  I am  perfectly  aware,  trite  and  conventional,  but 
the  greater  the  opportunities  of  education,  the  greater  re- 
sponsibility attaches  to  making  the  most  of  them : Fairhaven 
parents  and  citizens  have  a large  responsibility  to  meet  in 
connection  with  the  High  school. 

Playground  Movement. 

An  effort  to  introduce  organized  play  among  the  educa- 
tional activities  of  the  town  began  last  spring.  A number 
of  interested  and  public-spirited  people  arranged  an  enter- 
tainment at  High  school  hall  to  raise  money  for  the  equipment 
and  supervision  of  Rogers  school  field  as  a playground  during 
the  summer  months.  The  sum  realized  from  the  entertain- 
ment was  supplemented  by  an  appropriation  by  the  School 
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Committee,  and  a contribution  from  the  Improvement 
Association.  A slide,  volley-ball  outfit,  see-saws  and  swings 
were  purchased.  Sandboxes  were  provided  for  the  little 
folks.  Mr.  Michael  Joyce,  a class  leader  in  the  New  Bedford 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  Miss  Margaret  Howland,  a teacher  in  the 
Thomas  Donaghy  school  of  that  city,  were  selected  as 
supervisors.  The  playground  opened  on  June  30th  and 
closed  on  August  1st.  The  average  attendance  of  children 
in  the  mornings  was  40,  and  in  the  afternoons  52.  These 
figures  do  not  represent  the  different  children  using  the  play- 
ground in  a day,  only  those  present  when  attendance  was 
taken.  It  is  probable  that  not  far  from  one  hundred  children 
made  some  daily  use  of  the  grounds.  Most  of  the  children 
were  under  twelve  years  of  age.  In  the  pleasure  given  the 
children  and  in  the  training  resulting  from  play  under 
supervision,  the  project  was  a success.  The  instructors  did 
all  possible  to  make  the  playground  attractive  and  profitable. 
The  discipline  was  excellent  and  rude  conduct  of  any  kind 
was  eliminated  during  playground  hours.  Some  annoyance 
to  near-by  residents  and  anxiety  to  those  in  charge  was 
caused  by  the  presence  and  conduct  of  an  older  element  in 
the  evenings.  Rigorous  measures  should  be  adopted  to  prevent 
a recurrence  of  this  if  the  playgrounds  are  opened  again. 

The  unsatisfactory  element  in  the  playground  experiment 
was  the  relatively  small  number  of  children  in  attendance. 
It  is  thought  by  some  that  longer  establishment  and  fuller 
development  of  the  playground  activities  would  attract  more 
children  as  participants.  If  this  is  true  the  movement  is 
worth  fostering,  but,  if  not,  the  expenditure  involved  in  keep- 
ing it  up  would  hardly  be  justified. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  organized  play,  whether  in  city 
or  country,  is  a sound  educational  activity.  Says  Jane 
Addams : ‘ ‘ The  organized  games  under  the  direction  of  good 
trainers  develop  respect  for  the  rights  of  others,  fairness  and 
self-control ; cement  the  school  and  homes,  and  counteract  the 
lawlessness  and  destructiveness  which  are  the  lesson  of  the 
street  and  vacant  lot.” 
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Promotion  and  Retardation. 

The  membership  of  the  grade  schools  in  June,  1913,  was 
710.  Of  this  number  643  pupils  were  promoted  and  67  re- 
tarded. The  percentage  of  the  membership  retarded  was 
9 y2.  If  this  record  was  as  good  as  the  percentage  of 
retarded  pupils  indicates  it  would  be  a source  of  greater  satis- 
faction than  it  is.  It  needs  to  be  appreciated,  however,  that 
not  every  child  sent  forward  was  fully  prepared  for  the  next 
grade.  The  necessity  of  making  room  for  the  next  year’s 
class,  the  futility  of  holding  pupils  more  than  two  years  in  a 
grade,  recognition  of  the  fact  that  retarded  children  tend  to 
lose  interest,  and  a desire  to  please  children  and  parents  are 
factors  in  the  promotion  of  large  numbers  of  unprepared 
children. 

A detailed  report  was  required  on  each  child  retarded. 
The  reasons  given  by  teachers  for  failure  of  pupils  to  grade 
were  as  follows: 


Immaturity  or  unpreparedness,  35 

Irregularity  of  attendance,  16

Last  year’s,  report  contained  a grade  and  age  distribution 
table  showing  the  number  and  percentage  of  overage  chil- 
dren in  each  grade.  A similar  table  based  on  this  year’s 
enrollment  will  be  found  with  the  other  statistical  tables 
of  this  report.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  total  per- 
centage of  children  overage,  based  on  the  entrance  age  of 
five,  is  almost  exactly  that  of  last  year.  The  percentage 
based  on  the  standard  age  of  six  has  increased  one  and  one- 
half  percent. 

In  fully  one-third  of  your  schools  at  present  the  number 
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of  pupils  per  teacher  is  too  large  for  the  accomplishment  of 
satisfactory  results.  In  the  Rogers  school  is  a sixth  grade 
of  47  pupils,  a seventh  grade  of  51  pupils  and  a sixth  and 
seventh  grade  school  of  44  pupils.  Thirty-five  pupils  in  one 
grade  constitutes  a maximum  number  per  teacher  if  work  is 
to  be  done  with  a degree  of  thoroughness.  In  addition  to 
the  schools  mentioned,  five  others  in  town  have  more  than 
forty  pupils  per  teacher.  If  the  town  votes  to  build  the 
addition  to  the  Oxford  school  the  enrollment  per  teacher  in 
the  fourth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades  at  the  Rogers 
school  will  be  lessened  and  the  present  crowded  conditions 
be  remedied.  A more  advantageous  distribution  of  pupils 
will  also  be  rendered  possible  at  the  Oxford  school  where 
several  rooms  need  relief. 

I wish  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  unfavorable  con- 
ditions existing  in  your  first  grade.  This  grade  at  the 
Oxford  school  has  a membership  of  47  pupils  and  at  the 
Washington  Street  school  each  of  the  two  first  grades  has 
over  fifty  pupils.  These  children,  admitted  at  the  age  of 
five,  need  superior  advantages  in  order  to  approximate  stand- 
ard first  grade  results.  Owing  to  large  membership  the  half- 
session plan  prevails.  I am  in  hearty  agreement  with  the 
idea  that  a half-session  is  enough  for  five-year-old  children,  in 
so  far  as  it  concerns  their  physical  condition,  but  it  is  equally 
certain  that  their  immaturity  creates  the  need  of  more  teach- 
ing than  they  can  get  in  the  time.  The  half-session  of  school 
is  further  lessened  by  irregularity  of  attendance,  due  to  the 
fact  that  very  young  children  are  more  susceptible  to  dis- 
ease than  older  ones  and  are  less  able  to  attend  school  in 
cold  or  stormy  weather.  A considerable  number  of  these 
children  are  further  handicapped  by  lack  of  knowledge  of 
English.  Under  the  present  working  conditions  one  pupil 
in  every  four  or  five  spends  two  years  in  grade  one,  while 
many  pupils  are  sent  forward  poorly  prepared  in  order  to 
make  way  for  the  next  year’s  class.  These  partially  prepared 
children  seldom  recover  from  the  lack  of  thoroughness  in 
their  work  of  the  first  year.  They  stumble  on  through  the 
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grades,  growing  less  prepared  for  each  succeeding  class, 
forming  the  habit  of  failure  and  glad  to  leave  school  when 
the  law  allows  and  parents  permit.  The  first  grade  is  the 
weakest  spot  in  your  system  and  this  is  due  not  to  any  ineffi- 
ciency of  the  teaching  but  to  the  conditions  under  which  the 
teaching  is  done. 

The  following  suggestions  bearing  on  the  problem  of 
strengthening  the  work  in  grade  one  are  submitted  for  your 
consideration : 

I.  Raise  the  entrance  age  to  six  and  shorten  the  elemen- 
tary course  to  eight  years.  Permit  pupils  to  enter  in  Septem- 
ber who  will  be  six  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January. 
This  establishes  a minimum  entrance  age  of  five  years  and 
eight  months. 

II.  If  it  is  felt  that  the  School  Department  ought  to  con- 
tinue the  traditional  policy  of  housing  and  caring  for  chil- 
dren of  five,  maintain  a sub-primary  school  or  kindergarten 
for  them  and  do  the  regular  work  of  the  elementary  course 
in  eight  years.  This  plan  would  entail  no  additional  ex- 
pense nor  would  it  lengthen  the  time  required  to  complete 
the  elementary  course. 

III.  If  the  present  plan  is  continued  provide  an  assistant 
to  do  individual  work  with  slow  pupils. 

Unassigned  Teacher. 

In  connection  with  the  problem  of  promotion  and  retarda- 
tion, I wish  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  question  of 
employing  an  unassigned  teacher,  i.  e. — a teacher  not  en- 
gaged for  a particular  school.  The  mission  of  such  a teacher 
or  teachers,— for  some  systems  employ  several  of  them, — is 
to  give  individual  help  to  backward  pupils.  The  distribution 
of  her  services  is  made  by  a schedule  prepared  weekly  and  is 
based  on  the  varying  needs  of  the  schools.  She  may  work 
in  the  room  with  the  regular  teacher  or  in  another  room  if 
available.  The  characteristic  of  her  work  is  the  same  where- 
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ever  she  does  it,  viz, — she  teaches  individuals  not  classes.  She 
supplements  the  individual  attention  possible  by  the  regular 
teacher  and  thereby  saves  backward  pupils  from  retarda- 
tion or  enables  them  to  go  forward  with  better  preparation 
for  the  work  of  the  next  year. 

In  our  system  the  unassigned  teacher  might  serve  a two- 
fold purpose : She  could  do  substitute  work  when  needed  and 
individual  work  when  not  so  employed.  During  the  present 
fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $344  has  been  expended  for  substitute 
work.  It  is  seldom  that  two  substitutes  are  needed  at  the 
same  time,  so  that  the  unassigned  teacher  could  do  most  of 
this  work.  In  the  great  scarcity  of  good  substitutes  it  would 
be  a distinct  advantage  to  have  one  always  available.  Re- 
ducing the  salary  of  the  unassigned  teacher  by  what  has 
heretofore  been  paid  for  substitute  work,  the  net  cost  would 
be  about  $150  per  year.  I am  confident  that  the  number  of 
pupils  saved  by  individual  help  from  retardation  through  the 
efforts  of  such  a teacher  would  justify  the  expenditure. 


Medical  Inspection. 

The  results  of  the  eye  and  ear  tests  made  by  the  teachers 


in  September,  1913,  are  as  follows : 

Number  of  pupils  examined 147 

Number  of  pupils  defective  in  eyesight 80 

Number  of  pupils  defective  in  hearing 25 

Number  of  parents  notified 83 


The  amount  expended  for  medical  inspection  in  the  grades 
has  been  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  It  is  too  small  to 
demand  for  it  the  individual  examination  of  pupils  required 
by  law  and  hardly  enough  to  compensate  for  the  amount  of 
general  inspection  work  the  schools  need. 
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New  Funds  for  the  Schools. 

Two  legacies  to  be  used  in  the  support  of  the  elementary 
schools  have  been  accepted  and  received  during  the  year  by 
the  town.  One  of  these  amounting  to  $10,000  was  bequeathed 
by  the  late  Sara  C.  Anthony,  and  the  other  amounting  to 
$100,000  was  the  gift  of  the  late  II.  H.  Rogers.  The  income 
from  each  of  these  funds  is,  by  the  provisions  of  the  re- 
spective wills,  to  be  devoted  to  the  support  of  the  primary 
and  grammar  schools. 

It  is  very  doubtful  if  there  is  another  municipality  in  the 
world  that  has  been  to  such  an  extent  the  beneficiary  of 
philanthropic  effort  in  the  support  of  its  public  school  system 
as  has  Fairhaven.  In  other  places  colleges,  private  academies, 
technical  schools  and  other  institutions  have  been  founded 
and  endowed  but  where  else  have  so  large  private  funds  been 
provided  for  the  upbuilding  of  elementary  education?  The 
high  school  with  its  unexcelled  equipment  and  its  cost  of 
maintenance,  including  the  salaries  of  teachers;  a splendid 
grammar  school  building,  erected  and  equipped  ; a primary 
school  re-modelled,  furnished  and  made  ready  for  use ; a fund 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  used  by  the  common 
schools, — all  these  the  gift  of  one  man  to  the  town  in  trust 
for  its  youth,  and  in  addition,  the  Edmund  Anthony,  Jr.  Fund 
and  the  Pease  Fund,  smaller  in  amount  but  animated  by  no 
less  noble  and  generous  a purpose. 

It  is  pertinent  to  understand  the  motives  underlying  such 
gifts  to  Fairhaven.  There  was  undoubtedly  in  each  benefac- 
tor a genuine  devotion  to  the  permanent  welfare  of  the  town, 
and  a realization  that  no  agency  could  more  vitally  influence 
its  life  and  character  than  the  public  schools.  There  was,  also, 
a recognition  of  the  fact  that  in  the  public  schools,  not  in 
colleges  and  higher  institutions  of  learning,  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority  of  boys  and  girls  must  receive  their  formal 
preparation  for  a career,  and  a conviction  that  after  a gen- 
erous town  had  done  all  possible  in  the  provision  of  educa- 
tional opportunity  there  would  still  be  something  of  value 
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left  to  be  done  through  their  benefactions:  something  that 
would  produce  results  of  happiness,  service  and  character 
in  the  lives  of  pupils.  It  would  be  difficult  to  select  a finer 
method  either  of  manifesting  far-reaching  love  and  devotion 
to  a community  or  of  showing  an  interest  in  the  cause  of 
nobler  manhood  and  womanhood  than  through  these  splendid 
gifts  to  our  public  schools.  Such  benefactors  should  not  be 
forgotten.  It  is  often  the  custom  of  colleges  to  set  apart 
a day  each  year  as  “Benefactors’  Day.”  In  a sense,  these 
legacies  for  our  public  schools  are  not  only  benefactions  to 
the  town  but,  also,  gifts  to  each  child  passing  through  the 
schools.  I believe  Fairhaven  schools  would  do  well  to  pause 
from  routine  duties  a portion  of  a day  each  year  and  recall 
in  memory  those  who  have  shown  such  devotion  to  their 
interests. 


Teachers. 

Twelve  teachers  to  fill  positions  left  vacant  by  resignations 
and  two  others,  one  an  asistant  in  the  domestic  science 
department  at  the  High  school,  the  other  in  the  preparatory 
department,  have  become  members  of  your  corps  since  the 
last  report.  It  is  a pleasure  to  state  that  all  the  new  teach- 
ers are  doing  excellent  work. 

Eight  of  the  resignations  were  caused  by  offers  of  higher 
salaries  elsewhere,  one  by  illness,  and  three  by  other  reasons. 
The  resignations  to  secure  higher  salaries  occurred  despite 
the  efforts  of  the  committee  to  retain  teachers  by  a fifty 
dollar  increase  in  their  salaries  here.  There  was  a time  when 
such  an  increase  would  have  been  effective.  That  it  is  not  so 
now  is  due  to  advance  in  salaries  elsewhere.  Seven  teachers 
who  remained  and  three  of  the  new  teachers  are  receiving 
fifty  dollars  more  than  their  positions  paid  last  year. 

The  Fairhaven  Union  Teachers’  Association  organized  last 
year  has  held  three  meetings  since  September.  In  October 
Superintendent  Merriam  of  Marblehead  gave  a helpful  talk 
on  “The  Teaching  of  Geography,”  in  December  Mr.  George 
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H.  Tripp  gave  an  entertaining  address  on  “Pirates  and 
Buccaneers  of  the  Spanish  Main”;  in  January  Robert  J.  Sisk 
of  Newton  spoke  very  instructively  on  “English  Teaching  in 
the  Grades.”  It  is  a source  of  satisfaction  to  feel  that 
teachers  have  the  degree  of  professional  interest  necessary  to 
sustain  this  association. 

Good  teachers  and  continuity  of  service  are  THE  essentials 
of  efficiency  in  school  work.  They  can  be  had  only  by  paying 
for  them.  In  the  last  analysis  the  average  quality  of  teach- 
ing depends  upon  the  intelligent  appropriation  of  money  for 
the  purpose.  Intelligent  appropriation  of  money  for  teach- 
ers recognizes  market  values  and  does  not  require  teachers 
worth  seven  or  eight  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  two  or 
three  hundred  dollars  less.  The  effort  to  secure  high  stand- 
ard service  at  a low  standard  rate  of  payment  will  occasion- 
ally be  successful  but  will  more  often  lead  to  disappointment. 
The  highest  standard  of  teaching  is  not  too  good  for  Fair- 
haven  children.  How  nearly  will  the  town  approximate  a 
standard  rate  for  such  service.  For  several  years  during  the 
lifetime  of  Mr.  Rogers  he  added  to  the  sum  paid  by  the  town 
a substantial  increase  in  the  salary  of  every  teacher  who  re- 
turned a second  year.  Did  he  not  intend  that  the  legacy  re- 
cently received  should  be  used  in  a similar  spirit, — i.  e. — to 
supplement  the  appropriation  of  the  town,  not  to  reduce  it? 
The  extent  to  which  the  town  reduces  its  present  school  ap- 
propriation as  a consequence  of  the  legacy  will  indicate  the 
proportion  of  the  legacy  that  might  as  well  have  been  left  for 
other  purposes.  The  continuance  of  the  present  appropria- 
tion would  make  possible  the  begginning  of  a new  epoch  in 
the  grade  schools  of  Farhaven.  It  would  enable  the  main- 
tenance of  a schedule  of  salaries  which  would  result  in  the 
retention  of  good  teachers,  for  longer  terms  of  service,  and 
would  raise  the  average  standard  of  teaching  by  attracting 
to  us  teachers  of  maturity  and  promise. 

Viewed  as  a whole  the  year  has  been  one  of  progress;  in 
several  directions  distinct  gains  have  been  made.  In  the 
usual  formal  terms  but,  nevertheless,  in  entire  sincerity,  I 
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wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
teachers  and  principals  in  efforts  to  advance  the  schools  to  a 
higher  level. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  to  work  with  this  School  Commit- 
tee. I have  appreciated  its  support  and  confidence  and  I 
hope  the  character  of  my  work  will  continue  to  justify  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1913. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Library : — 

I have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1913. 

An  increase  in  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  the 
town,  an  increase  in  the  right  sort  of  circulation,  a closer  co- 
operation with  the  schools  and  an  advance  on  the  technical 
side  of  the  work  in  making  the  catalog  a more  useful  tool 
and  guide  to  readers  are  some  of  the  reasons  for  believing 
that  progress  has  been  made  the  past  year. 

Accessions  and  Withdrawals. 

During  the  year  983  volumes  were  added  to  the  library, 
while  695  were  withdrawn  from  the  shelves.  This  shows  a 
net  increase  of  288,  making  the  total  number  of  volumes  in 
the  library  21,156.  Thirty-eight  titles  of  fiction  were  added 
to  the  pay  duplicate  collection.  The  accessions  and  with- 
drawals by  classes  appear  in  the  tabulated  statistics  at  the 
end  of  the  report. 

The  work  begun  in  1911,  of  withdrawing  from  the  shelves 
such  early  accessions  as  had  outlived  their  usefulness  was 
continued  as  time  permitted  through  1912  and  completed  last 
winter.  The  books  thus  rejected  amounting  to  700  titles  and 
1070  volumes,  all  non-fiction  (the  fiction  was  previously  dis- 
posed of)  were  sent  to  C.  F.  Libbie  & Co.,  book  auctioneers, 
of  Boston,  and  sold  by  them  at  two  sales  in  April.  The  net 
amount  received  from  the  sale  was  $137.81,  a sum  fully  as 
large  as  we  expected. 

In  connection  with  the  accessions,  special  mention  should 
be  made  of  the  gift  to  the  library  by  Mr.  Job.  C.  Tripp,  of  the 


Thesaurus  Dictionary  of  the  English  Language  by  Prof.  F. 
A.  March. 

During  the  fall,  additions  were  made  to  the  music  collec- 
tion. these  taking  the  form  chiefly  of  piano  and  vocal  scores 
in  bound  volumes.  A brief  note  in  the  weekly  paper  that 
such  music  was  available  resulted  in  a very  decided  increase 
in  the  use  of  the  whole  collection.  An  effort  will  be  made 
the  coming  year  to  build  up  a more  up-to-date  and  better- 
rounded  collection  of  books  on  mechanics,  engineering,  busi- 
ness, and  the  different  trades,  and  to  encourage  their  use. 

Binding. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  books  were  rebound,  be- 
sides the  binding  of  fifty-four  volumes  of  periodicals.  This 
is  a larger  amount  of  binding  than  usual.  A volume  might 
be  written  on  the  loose,  fragile  binding  that  the  publishers 
put  on  the  ordinary  one-dollar  to  two-dollar  book.  A change 
in  the  shelving  was  made  so  as  to  bring  together  all  the 
bound  periodicals  of  a general  nature  along  the  rear  wall 
and  stack  of  the  gallery. 

Registration. 

Registration  for  the  year  numbered  418  names.  Of  these, 
174  were  adults,  106  children,  and  89  non-residents.  The 
total  registration  is  2876  names,  probably  about  2400  being 
active  borrowers.  It  is  an  interesting  note  that  exactly  two- 
thirds  of  the  adults  registered  are  women  and  one-third,  men. 
In  the  case  of  children,  there  is  nearly  an  equal  division, 
half  boys  and  half  girls. 


Circulation. 

The  circulation  from  the  regular  collection  for  the  year  was 
50,370  volumes,  which  was  an  increase  of  1186  over  1912,  a 
normal  increase  and  the  largest  circulation  in  the  history  of 
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the  library  with  one  exception,  1894,  the  year  after  its  foun- 
dation. There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  non- 
fiction loaned,  which  is  decidedly  pleasing  as  the  rule  made 
the  previous  year  extending  the  time  limit  on  non-fiction  from 
two  to  four  weeks  would  naturally  tend  to  decrease  the  num- 
ber of  issues  of  such  books  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  books  issued  under  the  usual  vacation 
privilege  rule  was  exceptionally  large,  774  volumes.  The  per- 
centage of  fiction  loaned  was  67.7,  that  per  capita  (using  the 
New  Bedford  Standard’s  estimate  of  the  1913  population  of 
Fairhaven)  was  9.75  and  per  borrower  registered  18.9. 

Catalogue. 

A complete  revision  of  the  subject  headings  in  the  card 
catalogue  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  very  great 
need  of  such  a revision  was  explained  in  the  last  annual  re- 
port. The  new  and  amplified  edition  of  the  list  of  subject 
headings  published  by  the  American  Library  Association  was 
used  as  the  basis  and  the  whole  catalogue  was  gone  over 
carefully,  headings  being  changed  to  correct  inconsistences 
and  to  secure  uniformity.  All  headings  were  typewritten  in 
red  ink  and  an  entirely  new  set  of  reference  cards  made.  All 
this  detail  occupied  a very  considerable  part  of  the  time  of 
the  librarian  and  Miss  Perry  during  the  year.  Miss  Helen 
McCoy,  a student  of  the  New  York  State  Library  School 
spent  the  month  of  March  at  the  library  and  materially  as- 
sisted in  this  work.  The  value  of  the  catalogue  has  been 
greatly  enhanced  and  one  may  be  reasonably  sure  that  all 
the  books  in  the  library  on  a subject  are  now  listed  under 
that  subject  instead  of  under  two  or  three  synonomous  head- 
ings with  no  cross  references  between  them. 

The  one  thing  much  needed  in  the  catalog  is  a more  careful 
analysis  of  many  of  the  books  in  the  library,  particularly 
collections  of  biographies  and  literature.  In  this  way  much 
material  not  available  in  single  books  may  be  listed  in  the 
catalogue.  This  sort  of  cataloging  is  often  the  most  useful 
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in  a library  of  this  size  and  type,  and  as  time  permits,  such 
analytical  cards  will  be  made  for  some  of  the  books. 

Bulletin. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Bulletin  was  changed 
from  a monthly  to  a quarterly  publication,  being  issued  in 
March,  June,  September,  and  December.  The  change  has 
proved  satisfactory  both  as  to  cost  and  from  the  point 
of  usefulness.  It  seems  to  be  better  appreciated  by  the  pub- 
lic generally;  more  people  ask  for  it  at  the  desk;  there  are 
inquiries  as  to  when  it  is  to  come  out,  and  checked  copies 
are  often  brought  to  the  library. 

Children’s  Room  and  Work  With  Schools. 

The  circulation  from  the  children’s  room  was  13,129,  an 
increase  of  700  over  last  year  and  of  nearly  200  over  that 
of  any  year  since  the  department  was  instituted.  The  cause 
of  the  increase  seems  not  so  much  that  the  children  read  more 
books,  but  that  more  children  use  the  library.  On  many 
evenings  the  seating  capacity  of  the  children’s  room  is  in- 
adequate. This  makes  discipline  more  difficult,  but  in  the 
main  the  children  have  been  orderly  and  well  behaved. 

The  usual  vacation  privilege  heretofore  only  granted  to 
adults  of  taking  out  an  extra  number  of  books  and  of  keep- 
ing them  all  summer  was  extended  this  year  to  children  liv- 
ing at  a considerable  distance  from  the  library.  Many  chil- 
dren from  East  Pairhaven  and  Oxford  availed  themselves  of 
the  opportunty  and  seemed  to  appreciate  it.  These  same 
boys  and  girls  fill  the  children’s  room  during  the  free  period 
at  noon  after  their  lunch  at  school  and  are  exceptional  in 
their  behavior  and  their  enjoyment  of  reading. 

A new  bookcase  with  glass  doors  was  purchased  to  fit  the 
space  between  the  children  ’s  room  and  the  main  stack.  In 
this  case  has  been  placed  the  special  collection  of  illustrated 
gift  books,  best  editions  of  children’s  classics  and  standard 
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fairy  tales  and  picture  books.  Previously  these  books  were 
kept  in  a closed  cabinet  in  the  stack  room.  Now  they  can  be 
seen  by  the  children  and  parents  and  their  use  under  special 
rules  has  increased. 

The  shelving  in  the  children’s  room  is  becoming  a problem. 
The  shelves  are  very  crowded  and  during  the  summer  when 
the  school  collections  are  returned  and  there  is  less  circula- 
tion, the  books  often  have  to  be  piled  on  top  of  each  other 
or  on  the  floor.  To  save  room,  many  of  the  new  books  for 
older  children  have  been  classified  with  the  adult  collection, 
but  neither  this  nor  the  elimination  of  the  old  and  worn  out 
books  has  relieved  the  congestion  to  any  considerable  extent. 

Work  With  Schools. 

School  libraries  were  sent  as  usual  to  the  High  and  Oxford 
schools.  Evidence  of  continued  and  increased  interest  on  the 
part  of  teachers  in  the  library  was  very  gratifying  to  the 
library  staff.  Some  time  in  the  early  spring,  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  librarian,  two  of  the  High  School  teachers  present- 
ed papers  at  one  of  the  regular  teachers’  meetings  on  the 
subject,  “The  Public  Library  and  the  High  School.”  One 
paper  was  written  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  librarian,  and 
the  other  gave  that  of  the  school  and  the  teacher.  Judging 
from  the  report  of  the  meeting  which  was  given  to  the  libra- 
rian, it  was  unusually  interesting  and  developed  considerable 
discussion.  As  a development  of  this  discussion,  one  of  the 
teachers  brought  a class  of  students  to  the  library  and 
personally  instructed  them  in  the  use  of  the  catalogue  and 
other  tools  in  securing  material  for  special  work. 

A special  list  selected  from  some  of  the  books  in  the 
library  on  educational  subjects  was  printed  in  the  September 
Bulletin.  Special  copies  of  this  Bulletin  with  personal  cards 
asking  the  co-operation  of  teachers  in  building  up  the  educa- 
tional collection  were  sent  to  each  teacher.  The  books  in  this 
list  together  with  a few  others  on  allied  topics  were  placed 
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on  four  shelves  near  the  delivery  desk.  At  the  end  of  six 
weeks  it  was  noted  that  only  one  shelf  of  books  was  left,  the 
remainder  being  in  circulation. 

Graded  lists  of  books  for  pupils  from  the  fourth  to  the 
eighth  grades  were  compiled  by  Miss  Perry  last  fall.  These 
are  chiefly  compilations  of  several  lists  issued  by  libraries 
and  schools  for  supplementary  reading.  They  were  type- 
written and  are  tentative  only.  The  teachers  have  been 
asked  by  Miss  Perry  to  cooperate  with  her  by  making  the 
lists  accessible  to  the  children,  by  recommending  books  from 
them  to  their  classes,  by  suggesting  the  omission  of  such 
books  as  may  be  beyond  a particular  grade  or  otherwise 
unsuitable  or  undesirable,  and  by  suggesting  to  the  library, 
titles  not  mentioned  in  the  lists.  After  a trial  period  long 
enough  to  discover  what  books  are  best  adapted  to  use,  per- 
manent lists  will  be  prepared  and  printed. 

Buildings  and  Grounds. 

During  the  the  spring  the  old  evergreen  hedge  on  the  line 
of  the  library  property  in  the  rear  of  the  building  was  taken 
up  and  replaced  by  a new  privet  hedge.  The  brick  sidewalk 
on  William  street  was  repaired  in  the  fall.  The  repairs  with- 
in the  building  have  been  few  and  minor  in  character.  A new 
typewriter  was  purchased  in  May,  an  accession  greatly  ap- 
preciated. The  old  one  which  was  taken  in  exchange  had 
become  very  unreliable  in  action  and  was  not  adapted  to 
card  work. 


Personal. 

Mr.  Lyman  C.  Bauldry  was  chosen  a trustee  in  March  to  fill 
a vacancy  in  the  board. 

The  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Club  have,  as 
usual,  been  attended  by  some  members  of  the  staff,  and 
through  the  generosity  of  the  trustees,  the  librarian  had  the 
opportunity  and  the  pleasure  of  attending  the  conference  of 
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the  American  Library  Association  at  Kaaterskill,  New  York, 
June  23rd  to  28th. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  my 
sincere  appreciation  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  confi- 
dence and  to  my  associates  in  the  work  of  the  library,  the 
same  appreciation  for  their  continued  enthusiasm  and  effi- 
cient cooperation.
